The track at Harlem Saturday was probably 
tea seconds slow. While the water had soaked 
in out of sight the clods of dirt turned up by 
the harrow, and thrown about by the horses’ 
hoofs, were wet and sticky and the going was 
terribly distressing, heavy and holding as it 
was. The day was a splendid one overhead, 
there floating in the sky clouds sufficient to 
furnish a breeze, yet not dense enough to ob- 
scure the sun. The crowd was rather small for 
Saturday but twenty bookmakers cut in and 
had a lively day of it in trying to keep their 
money. Among the visitors were Qus Bluhm 
and “A1 ” Taylor. 

Alderman Tom Carey’s Inspector Hunt was a 
heavily backed favorite for the first race, but 
after lying second to Fred Broens clear into the 
last eighth, the son of Inspector B flinched when 
the final struggle came and finished in the ruck 
Astor who had been in fourth position rounding 
the last turn, came at Fred Broens close in, and 
Branch joined in the fi^ht, the former winning 
in a drive from Branch who beat Fred BroeLS 
vn open length. Pitfall was fourth close up, 
Marcus CartwrJght managed to lose $1,500 on 
this race. There should be some sort of rule 
framed to cover cases where owners race in 
identically the same colors. Here both Astor 
and Nat P. wore "Terra Cotta— white sash and 
cap.” and as both horses are bay in color, the 
only difference between them is that the former 
has been “added to the list.” To make matters 
worse Astor was No. 1 and Nat P. No. 11 
Hosi set the pace in the third race and led to 
the half-mile ground on the back stretch. Can’t 
Dance followed two lengths away and Prince 
Blazes, third, was three lengths further back at 
the first three-eighths. Thedatter so improved 
in position that at the far turn the three-named 
horses were lapped, but in the next eighth Rose 
got Prince Blazes to the front and into the 
home stretch was leading Can’t Dance by two 
lengths, while Hosi was going back at every 
stride. The leaders ran easily until the final 
eighth, when both were sent to the whip. The 
thong might have been spared by Rose, as 
Prince Blazes won without difficulty. A quar- 
ter from home Forte had been many lengths be- 
hind Hosi, but a vigorous ride by Gray narrowed 
the gap gradually and in an exciting finish Pat 
Dunne’s horse got third money, although Can’t 
Dance beat him fifty yards. 

The Garfield Belling Stakes, five and one-half 
furlongs, for two-year-olds, worth $1,135 to the 
winner, $1.50 to second ana $75 to third, was the 
feature of the day and brought to the post six 
starters. The opening odds were: Sea Lion, 8 
to 5, Canace, Boney Boy, Espionage and Good 
Hope, 4 to I each. Prince Dudley, 15 to 1. Sea 
Lion went to the post at 11 to 10. The start 
could not have been bettered, all getting away 
bunched. Sea Lion last, being ridden away from 
the post, in fact he was ridden hard all 
the way, it being understood that his jockey, 
J. McDonald, was greatly interested. Espion- 
age showed her colors in the lead before an 
eighth had been covered and Canace ran second 
to her. Prince Dudley and Good Hope next. In 
turning for home Prince Dudley “ran out” and 
^ -pionage first, Canace second, left all the 
others except Sea Lion, which colt had been 
taken close to the rails around the turn, and 
here was shot obligingly across the course. If 
he had had speed enough Sea Lion would have 
landed on the path ahead of the leaders. As it 
was, they ran by before he reached the good 
going and the best he could do was to finish 
within two lengths of Canace, she just beaten 
by Espionage in a hard drive from the last six- 
teenth post to the wire. The others w'ore well 
back. 

The handicap at a mile 



brought to the post only three starters. The 
1 to 2 that was first posted against Found 
looked to be a royal price, but it lengthened to 
3 to 5 and there stuck. Plantain and Charina 
receiving good backing, as the general opinion 
ran to the eff’ect that the distance might prove 
to be too far for the favorite, and if at the 
finish she should need “lifting,” that her baby 
jockey, J. Reiff, could not help her any. The 
starter was roundly hissed for practically 
leaving Charina at the post, this mare 
standing sideways when the flag fell. 
When the assistant starter later crossed the 
track he too was greeted with a storm of dis- 
approval, evinced in long continued groans. 
Still it is almost a certainty that the accident 
affected the lesult not at all, as Fonnd and 
Plantain ran right away from Charina. To this 
the latter’s backers woula say, “Stevens, having 
no chance, didn’t try with Charina.” She was 
finally beaten twenty lengths by Plantain, who 
was a like distance behind Found, although 
Bradley’s horse had been within two lengths of 
the favorite after five-eighths had been covered. 

What happened Carnero, or rather what Joe 
Hill was trying to do with him is past finding 
out. Getting off' well (it was a fair start, Paul 
Griggs Iasi away on the outside), when the 
leaders made the back stretch, Carnero was 
lengths behind all others and he lost ground 
the next quarter, then near the outside fence 
be came into the home stretch, second to Donna 
Rita and so scared Rutter that he at once began 
riding the favorite. The latter led all the way 
and won easily by two lengths after 
a drive at the last eighih. Czarowitz had 
attended her up the back stretch, but 
going on to the upper turn it looked 
as if he was interfered with and stopped 
by Paul Griggs, being taken across from the 
outside toward the pole by “Skeets” Martin. 
Paul Griggs was close to Donna Rita on the 
upper turn, but turning for home he faltered, 
and three lengths separated them; but as 
Donna Rita swung wide while Martin took the 
center of the course, the gray looked dangerous 
a sixteenth further along. It was here that 
Carnero came up, and while Donr a Rita drew 
away he and Paul Griggs had a tussle clear in 
to the wire, nearing which Dunne’s horse stag- 
gered and lost the place. He had been kicked 
by Carnero at the post, to which Chugnut 
limped as usual. 

The last race was by far the best betting one 
of the day. Several horses receiving strong 
support. Molo was always the favorite, how- 
ever, and lying in the bunch (which was an ex- 
traordinarily close one at the upper turn) he 
was brought on in the straight by “Skeets” 
Martin and won very easily at the finish. Her- 
moso, who made the running, finished four 
lengths behind the third horse and alongside of 
Warren Point. The driving finish between 
King Bermuda (who led from the far turn to 
the last eighth) and Jackanapes (third into the 
straight) for the place was the exciting incident 
of the race. Ruskin was second and third for 
five eighths, where he began to fall away, and 
finishing at the eighth, he was probably cut 
down. Vice Regal was never dangerous, neither 
was Borden, both backed by smart money. Red- 
skin was left at the post. 

The manager of the combination book got a 
bad dose through the negligence of a clerk. He 
had posted 15 to 1 against calling the horses in 
the stake race, won by Espionage, and these 
figures still showing on the board (they should 
have been erased and new ones made) for the 
three-horse race won by Found, some sharp- 
shooter got on a few dollars at 15 to 1 to place 
three horses. After the race the manager re- 
fused to pay, but was ordered to do so by 



A GREAT STAKE RACE. 



The Stallion Stakes will be run off at the 
next Hawthorne meeting. It is for 2-year-olds 
at six furlongs and fiom a monetary point of 
view it is by far the most valuable stake event 
of the western turf. On the basis of fifteen 
starters Secretary Kuhl estimates its gross 
value at $22,255, of which the winner will garner 
for his fortunate owner the imposing sum of 
$18,055. The elements making up Che gross 
value are : 

Stallion entrance fees $ 2,900 

Declarations 2,855 

Forfeits 8,500 

Starting fees 3,000 

Added money 5,000 

Total $22,255 

The nominations were 364, of which 179 have 
been declared, leaving 185 still eligible to start, 
including such fine performers as The Barrister, 
Carl C, The Lady in Blue, Miss Marion, Ana- 
gram, Milt Young, Mallakawa, El Mi io, Cam- 
brian, Hilee, Mark Miles, Saintly, Jolly Roger. 
Scannel, Rhinelander, Jinks, Jean Ingelow, 
Full Dress, Abom, Alpen, Sir Hubert, Sea Lion, 
Greatland, Captain Sigsbee and Dr. Eichberg. 
The event seems sure to be contested by a big 
and well balanced field and will probably serve 
to attract the greatest crowd so far recorded in' 
the history of Hawthorne. 

The conditions of this great event, the stal- 
lions entered and their entrance fees are as 
follows : 

THE STALLION STAKES, 1898. $5,000 ADDED. 

A sweepstakes for two-year-olds (foals of 1896), 
the produce of stallions entered by January 1, 
1896, under the following subscriptions : $50 each 
for stallions whose service fee is $100 or greater, 
and only $25 each for all other stallions. Foals 
to be entered by January 1, 1897, when the 
stake shall close, at $200 each, $50 forfeit, or 
only $15 if declared out on or before March 1, 
or $25 by May 1, 1898; declarations void unless 
accompanied with the money; with $5,000 
added. The second horse to receive $700 of the 
added money and thirty per cent, of the starting 
money. The third horse to receive $300 of the 
added money and twenty per cent, of the start- 
ing money. The nominator of the sire of the 
first, second and third horses to receive twenty- 
five per cent., fifteen per cent, and ten per cent, 
of the starting money, respectively. Winners of 
three races of $1,000 or one of $2,500, to carry 3 
lbs. ; of two of $2,500 or one of $5,000 5 lbs. ; of 
two of $5,000 7 lbs. penalty. The produce of 
stallions which have not [produced a winner 
prior to January 1, 1897, allowed 3 lbs., whether 
claimed or not at the time of the entry, and not 
to be forfeited because of any subsequent win- 
nings. Maidens allowed 7 lbs. ; allowances 
cumulative. The public or private sale of the 
foal with its engagement in the Stallion Stakes, 
will relieve the nominator from any liability as 
to the foal’s engagement, providing such nom- 
inator was the owner cf the foal’s dam at the 
time the entry was made; in all cases of sale 
with engagement an accepted transfer must be 
filed with and approved by the Association. 
Stallions may be entered by anybody, the owner 
having prior right. Six furlongs.

Aside from the valuable stakes, the 
purses are fully up to the average of those 
offered by the Chicago associations, so that a 
winning horse can earn as much on the San 
Francisco tracks in winter as it can on the best 
of the western tracks in summer. Entry blanks 
can be had at this office, and all entries should 
be mailed to R. B. Milroy, Secretary, 204 Sutter 
Street, San Francisco, Cal. 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Reports from Povria, India, state that the 
Viceroy’s Cup candidate, the American horse 
Keenan, is Going really fine work, but his 
trainer labors under the disadvantage of hav- 
ing no horse in bis stable which can lead him. 
Keenan, it will be remembered, went to Eng- 
land in Mr. August Belmont’s string, and was 
afterward sold to Lord Wm. Beresford, who 
resold him to be sent to India to run for the 
Viceroy’s Cup*. 

The Australian Jockey Club has increased the 
amount of added money to be given away at all 
registered meetings within the metropolitan 
area to $2,000 a day, which must be distributed 
among not more than six races. The sum was 
formerly placed at this amount, but was sub- 
sequently reduced to $1,750. The increase does 
not find favor with ail the clubs, but naturally 
horse owners welcome it.
